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Prison Labor on Highways. 


Two prominent men, one of them president of the State 


Automobile Association, appeared a few days ago before the 
social welfare committee of the Massachusetts Legislature in 
.favor of a bilhproyidiiig for.(lie •eiiffllpyiuent of prison labor 
on the'liighwa'ys. It'was slated llin|fhis^is'done in nineteen 
other ."states;-in' which the plan has^Med well, and'it is be- 
lieyect% the authorities that.he work is quife,.as reformatory 
as/any: to which prisoners can be assigned. It-was-cpntended 
tliaf it is better for the health and spirits of prisoners that they 
should'not'be Idle, and on this point there is no room for argu- 
ment.' 


• Few prisoners themselves would choose absolute idleness-if 


the: decision were left to them. They are better off physically, 
and mentally-when suitably employed, and the question to be 
decided is what employment is best for prisoners, all things 
considered. 
Their own good and the welfare of the public 


riiiist both be taken into consideration in reaching a conclusion 
oh'this important matter. . 


On the whole, it would seem that many of the men in the 


prisons could be empIoyecHb advantage on the highways. In 
.numerous states it has been demonstrated that they can be, 
and comparatively few. escapes or -attempts to escape have 
been reported. Most of the prisoners thus trusted with work 
in Ihp open have met the prison authorities half way and coin- 
ported themselves like men. 


Ofcpurse, any kind of work done by prisoners is to a cer- 


taih,extent in competition with "free labor," which in the past 
has objected to certain kinds of work being done in the prisons, 
but:this;is-too petty an objection to be given weight. Prison- 
er'sTOifght to work, for their own good and the good of the 
public^ and the nearer self-supporting they can become the 
better -for all. 


There-would seem to be no reason why trusty prisoners 


shoiild:.n6t be. profitably, employed on (he highways. 
If the 


copiplaint is .raised that this is unfair competition with free 
labor,'let; the latter be employed to as great an extent as ever 
anrj let the public have the benefit-of the additional road build- 
ing.'dpne by prisoners. 


'Tije'pla'in.is worthy of consideration in every state that has 


nqti'adopted it. Properly managed, road building and repair- 
ingvwith prison labor should be a good thing all round, and 
what lias already been accomplished indicates that the experi- 
ment is in the right direction. 


'.•'•When ex-President Tafl says 1916 looks good to him he 
probably has reference to the outlook for the republican parly, 
and not to the talk about bringing him forward as a candidate 
for (lie-presidency.
